After the day of sight- 
seeing, the plane had just taken 
off from Cuzco or Lima when 
one of its four turboprop engines 
failed and the pilot, Capt. Ale- 
jandro Calegari, requested per- 
mission to return to Cuzco.

Jevonimo Hill six miles south of 
the Cuzco airport and exploded, 
scatcring bodies over a wide 
area.

The border 
created with the Chinese Empire 
was artificial, dividing similar 
peoples from each other. 


For a century, the primary aim 


of Russian policy in Central Asia 
has been to assure a sound 
geographic frontier against the 
day when it might be forced to 
confront a consolidated Chinese 
power at short range. When 
China was weak, the Russians 
pinched off territory by outright 
conquest or by what the Chinese 
claim are 
"unequal 
treaties." 


When China was strong they 
retreated, often backing a series, 
of warlords. 


After the Chinese Communists 


came to power in 1949, both 
Peking and Moscow referred to 
their common border as a "fron- 
tier of friendship between broth- 
erly socialist countries." Over the 
next dozen years, sporadic fight- 
ing broke out in Sinkiang, Chi- 
na's largest and least Chinese 
province, between the Chinese 
and the native population. Peking 
accused the Russians of having 
inspired wide-spread r i o t i n g 
which took place on May 29, 
1962, 
and o r d e r e d 
Soviet 


consulates in the province closed. 


The final break came on March 


8, 1963. In a lengthy editorial in 
People's Daily, official organ of 
the Chinese Communist party, 
China revived claims 
to one 


million square miles of territory 
held by

Russians. 
They 


charged the land had been taken 
through "unequal treaties" and 
demanded its return.

Actually, declarer led another 


trump from 
dummy. Kantar 


won with the king, cashed the 
king of hearts, continued with a

when he returned a diamond for 
Kantar to ruff. 


Now let's suppose that Kanlar 


had won the jack of spades with 
the king, as any other civilized 
human being would have done. 
In that case, South would have 
made the hand even though 
East returned a heart to his 
partner's ace and got a dia- 
mond back in return.

be a 
company rule 
against 


anyone opening windows without 
the permission of the foreman. 
Accordingly, a court ruled that 
Ihc claimant was not entitled to 
compensation.
